Sarah, 

I've  got  to  say,  I am  disappointed  in  EPA's  website  and  feel  it  is  inadequate. 

1)  the  pictures  are  stale.  EPA  should  have  aerial  pictures  of  the  plume's  location,  and  more 
recent  pictures  around  Farmington  and  Durango.  There  should  be  a "plume  tracker" 
depiction  and  time  stamp. 

2)  there  is  no  time  stamp  on  the  profile.  How  are  we  to  know  what  the  most  recent  update 
is  and  what  has  changed? 

3)  there  is  still  no  information  on  dissolved  and  total  metals.  I was  given  to  understand 
from  Joan  Card  that  this  info  would  be  available  by  noon  today. 

4)  I learn  more  from  the  Durango  and  Farmington  newspapers  on  the  status  of  things  than 
from  EPA  website. 

We  have  sent  a monitoring  crew  to  Bluff,  UT.  They  will  take  pH,  dissolved  metals  and 
total  metals  samples  at  a number  of  locations.  They  will  deploy  two  sondes  in  the  San  Juan 
River  to  capture  continuous  measurements  as  well  as  take  instantaneous  pH  measurements. 

We'll  keep  you  in  the  loop  on  our  efforts.  Thanks.
